They 
Quote  the  opinions  of  those  who  have  traveled  in 
llniida  under  Soviet  auspices  and  who  are  shown 
only  those  things  that  the  nilers  of  the  U.S.S.R. 
wont  them  to  see.  Mr.  Sabline.  a  Russian  him- 
self, Who  knowB  his  country  and  had  a  thousand 
and  one  sources  of  Information  about  what  Is 
happening  there.  Is  emphatic  in  his  belief  that 
BTHStt  Is  hsadad  for  disaster. 

Mr.  Salblne's  Information  is  to  the  effect  that 
Since  the  beginning  of  the  Winter  of  1932  the 
town^popnlatlon  of  Rossla  has  been  «qperlsneing 
a  great  shortage  of  the  most  elementary  tMCes- 
■itles  of  life.  In  coimtry  districts  there  has  been 
•evit  famine.  People  are  dying  of  epldemlea  and 
starvation  by  the  hundreds  of  thousands.  In 
1921-22,  When  the  Soviet  Government  was  com- 
pelled to  appeal  for  help  to  the  civilised  world, 
5,000,000  people  died  of  starvation.  There  are 
millions  of  others  now  tlircatened  by  the  same 
death.  Mr.  Sabline  says  the  present  conditions 
are  a  direct  outcome  of  the  poUsy  punaed  by  the 
Soviet  Oovemment. 

Mr.  Morrti  Gordon,  a  staunch  Communist  of 
a  few  yean  a|D,  adds  further  strength  to  the 
condemnation  of  Soviet  policy,  for  he  said  on  his 
nomd  tafeam  from  Bussla:  'instead  of  advanc- 
ing Russia  to  a  more  perfect  form  of  government. 
Communism  imposed  upon  the  coimtry  a  system 
of  medieval  ^rrniiiy.  Russia  Is  ruled  by  a  caste 
of  Red  Inquisltloners  instead  of  a  more  advanced 
government.
